A luimnary 3j$^a~ dated July 11, 19^5* contained the follow 

ing informations 

It made reference to an article appearing in the .Baltimore 
Sunday American Newspaper dated June 10, 19*j-5, entitled "Bed Organ Defends 
Espionage Subject”, referring to OWEN J, LATTI&10H E, identified as the former 
Pacific Director of the Office of %aMffnfo5 ! Sauion^ J who nou acts as Consultant 
as being one of many former employees of the staff of ''Amerasia 5 ', who are 
now in top government positions. According to this articlef Dr, OWEN 
LATTIMOEE (who, when interviewed at home, denied any knowledge of ’’Amerasia" 
being a Communist publication) is Director of the PA® School of International 
Pelations at Johns Hopkins University, He resumed this position the first of 
the year after leaves of absence beginning in the Summer of 19*H, and during 
which time he was Pex-sonal Political-Mvisor to’China’s Generalissimo CBIANG 
KAI-SHEK„ The memo stated further that LATTIMOBE has been reported to 
Confidential Informant T-l as having been connected, for several years prior 
to 1938 with the IPBj as Vice Chairman of the Maryland Civil Liberties Committee 
and an affiliate of the American Civil Liberties Unionj as connected with 
United China Belief, Incorporated (Maryland Branch), all of which organizations 
have been variously reported as Communist infiltrated or controlled. 

Summary of information dated July 17, 19*1-5, wherein it 
appeared that Confidential Informant T-l, on the basis of information in its 
files concerning the IPB, reached the same conclusion as the HCUA - that the 
IPS is a Communist front organisation, Further, it appears to have followed 
the Communist Party line from its inception as have the leading officials of 
the organization. 
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Thereafter, in this memo appeared a list of the more active 
members of the IPE, including 0WEU J, LATTIMOEE s about ■whom the following 
comment was made 2 ' l,r ”~ • '■ ..
